Case of the Calcification 


Allen F. Brewer Jr... of Lexington, 
stopped by to say he would be spending a 
good deal of time at Ocala Stud Farm, 
Ocala. Fla.. where he will paint Rough’n 
Tumble. 

“And did you see what *Sandy Devil 
did the other day?” he asked. We con- 
fessed that we hadn't. so Brewer gave us 
a rundown on her history. He and Ernie 
Laszlo. of Los Angeles. bought her in 
October. 1959, from H. B. Pieratt, of Lex- 
ington, who had claimed her at Latonia 
for $2.500. Since she was a half-sister to 
the stakes winner *Sunningdale, the 
owners had uppermost in mind using her 
as a broodmare. She was lame in her left 
fore leg. and Brewer sent her to Dr. D. L. 
Proctor, who chizzled a calcification the 
size of a half-dollar and a half-inch thick 
from the front of the knee. At the same 
time he removed 3 bone chips. Because 
the filly’s condition was so serious, Proc- 
tor wanted pictures to use in lectures, so 
Brewer took color slides during the oper- 
ation. 

The filly was kept in a stall for 
30 days, then was turned out at Pieratt’s 
farm near Lexington. In January, Brewer 
started driving her to a cart at the Lex- 
ington trotting track, and 90 days later he 
put a boy up. She has been in the money 
5 out of 8 starts at River Downs, ‘where 
she won her last race by 21% lengths. 

In April Brewer had bred her to Greek 
Song. “We haven’t looked at her yet, so 
we don’t know whether she’s in foal... . 
But this proves to me again, the value 
of driving to a cart. Especially with a 
knee problem, where you’ve got to give 
exercise; but at the same time you don’t 
have that weight up.”

Joe B. Hickey Jr.. who occasionally re- 
ports the Maryland scene. mailed us a 
tear sheet from Time of July 11.

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Flexner. The review was laudatory, but 
among the few criticisms was this one:

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The Neglected Possibility 


The principal partners in racing have 
been taking new interest in the sport. 
especially since the rehabilitation of 
racing in New York. Competition in the 
East is now so vigorous that a few states 
are worried sick by the fear that the goose 
will begin to lay something below its 14- 
karat specification. Some of the worrying 
has been put on an official basis. that is. 
the problem is being studied. 

Maryland, which didn’t stop to study 
before following New York’s lead of 9- 
race programs. now has a legislative com- 
mittee working on the problem of protect- 
ing the state’s racing revenue. The state 
racing commission has been charged to 
think up everything that might be con- 
sidered a means of holding revenue to 
its present level or increasing it, and the 
commission members have been thinking 
most dutifully. In addition to a number 
of measures of lesser consequence, they 
have indicated the possibility of state 
ownership of the race tracks, illustrating 
once more the truism that the power to 
tax is the power to destroy. 

New Jersey tracks, under no immediate 
pressure from the state’s revenue depart- 
ment, met the New York competition sat- 
isfactorily without resorting to 9 raees a 
day until quite recently, when the ninth 
race was accepted with 2 eyes on Aqueduct 
and the other 2 on traffic congestion. But 
the state administration was disturbed by 
the possible effect of New York’s im- 
proved enticements to its home-grown 
horse-players, some of whom used to think 
it was better to breathe at Monmouth 
Park than to bet at Jamaica. Accordingly. 
the governor asked for information on 
ways and means of keeping up with the 
Haneses. 

A preliminary and tentative report on 
the subject was respectfully submitted 
about 2 months ago by Vincent P. Biunno, 
of Glen Ridge, N. J. The report should be 
interesting to governors and racing com- 
missions in other states. despite its limita- 
tions. “Questions of policy are left to 
those who must make policy decisions. 
The thought is that if there should be 
sufficient agreement on and interest in 
one or another method. a fuller study of 
more limited scope could be made.” 

Mr. Biunno notes the threatening de- 
velopments in adjoining states. makes 
some hypothetical calculations (for in- 
stance, that $853.000 played repeatedly is 
enough cash to produce a _ $3.000.000 
mutuel total in one day). and proceeds in 
Chapter 4, headed “Neutralizing Methods,” 
to examine a list of suggested methods for 
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neutralizing a probable decline. “Each 
one should be judged on its capacity to 
maintain the present revenue level, rather 
than to increase it, keeping in mind that 
no substantial decline may actually occur 
until next year.” There is a sensible skep- 
ticism under each of the 9 headings. 

1) Lengthening the season, now 150 
days. from April 30 to November 12. 
“Evaluation is quite difficult. . . . All 
Saturdays and holidays are already racing 
days. .. . Consequently, if it were desired 
to protect against a revenue decline of. 
say. 10 per cent, the lengthening of the 
season by 15 days (10° of the total) be- 
fore April 30 or after November 12. or 
both, would be unlikely to achieve the 
desired result... . Further, there is con- 
siderable local resistance by merchants. 

2) Addition of ninth race. “. . . it is 
really not possible to offer any assurance 
that a ninth race would be a reasonably 
dependable way of neutralizing the effect 
of a decline.” 

3) Pre-race wagering (on last 2 races). 
This convenience “is already in use at 
both Monmouth and Atlantic City and 
very little effect, if any. would be expected 
by installing the system at Garden State.” 

4) State ownership. “. . . this change 
potentially would cover a drop of about 
10% to 14%.” A number of citizens ob- 
jected to this arrangement, for various 
reasons. “The tracks themselves . . . would 
be inclined to remain neutral.” 

5) Night operation. In this possibility 
there are “difficult and delicate questions 
of public policy to consider, besides the 
uncertainty of public referendums. These 
factors could combine to make this meas- 
ure the least likely to gain the requisite 
approval.” 

6) Increase of tax rate. Would neutral- 
ize decline to an unpredictable degree, but 
there are several important factors to con- 
sider. “If the decline should be such as 
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to risk the solvency of the enterprise, pro- 
tection of the State’s share alone will be 
no solution at all.” Further, “some part 
of the patronage from out-of-state 

now patronizes New Jersey tracks because 
of the fact that the authorized percentage 
is 13 rather than 15% as in New York. 
. .. It is entirely conceivable that an in- 
crease of rate in the face of declining 
patronage could itself become a_ factor 
tending to reduce patronage still further 
and thus help to bring about the very con- 
dition which the increase was intended to 
overcome ... and the only fair evaluation 
is that the raising of the tax rate by 1% 
or 2% involves an unpredictable risk.” 

7) Continuity of operation. The method 
suggested under this heading was “author- 
izing the State Racing Commission to re- 
quire the operation of a particular track 
on days other than those applied for as a 
condition of its annual approval, with the 
further proviso that on such compulsory 
days of operation, the full 13°% should be 
received by the State, less only such 
amount as may be required to meet the 
actual cost of operation for those days, 
but not to exceed what would have been 
the track’s ordinary commission.” 

8) Additioial facilities (meaning addi- 
tional tracks). This “would require chang- 
ing the present statutory limit of three 
tracks” and “no reliable dollar estimate 
can be made on existing data.” 


9) Added pools: “The track staffs no 
doubt are aware of all the variations of 
pools which have been used or offered, 
and evidently have not considered it likely 
that they would produce a net gain at the 
moment, or else they would have been put 
into operation.” 

In discussing a tax rate increase, the 
Biunno report mentions an instance of an 
increase which “instead of raising the 
revenues that were intended, brought 
about a flight of taxpayers which frus- 
trated the object of the effort.” Race track 
fans, of course, are not obligated to pay 
mutuel taxes; they can abstain at will. 
and flight has become one of their major 
characteristics. A few will continue going 
to the races because “‘it’s the only game in 
town,” but something should be done to 
encourage the casual player to return more 
often and bring his friends. 

Hence we are disappointed that the 
Biunno report failed to discuss the pos- 
sible effects of a reduction in the tax. 
As with the other measures brought under 
scruitny, its effect would be unpredictable 
from present knowledge. But it remains 
an altogether reasonable supposition that 
a major factor in Jersey’s successful com- 
petition for the horse-player’s dollar has 
been its lower take-off, and that another 
reduction, to 10. 11, or 12 per cent. carries 
such possibilities for increases in attend- 
ance and wagering that it is worthy of 
testing.

Soft Grass, 
Tough Field 


Cuicaco. In the Arlington Park pad- 
dock before the running of the $50,000- 
added Arlington Handicap over the grass 
course, W. C. (Woody) Stephens, trainer 
of Cain Hoy Stable’s One-Eyed King 
said, “He doesn’t like a soft track. Of 
course, this could be different than other 
tracks. Still, if we hadn’t come here 
especially for this race, and if I hadn’t 
come in from New York today, I'd prob- 
ably scratch him.” 


Half a dozen yards away, trainer Arnie 
Winick, trainer of *Tudor Era, recently 
syndicated by Leslie Combs II, said, “This 
horse likes soft going in the grass. I’m 
very confident. I was happy to see that 
heavy rain last night.” 

Some 15 minutes later, in one of the 
most interesting renewals of the race, One- 
Eyed King and jockey Manuel Ycaza 
charged from behind for a victory while 
*Tudor Era finished eighth and last after 
setting the pace for about 7 furlongs. 
One-Eyed King, carrying 118 pounds, 
went the 1,3; miles in 1:5835. Round 
Table, with 132 pounds, had set the track 
record of 1:5224 over a firm course a year 
ago. By way of comparison, *Tudor Era 
(118) went the first 6 furlongs in 1:1324, 
while the fine grass runner Resolved need- 
ed 1:15°4 to win a turf race at Washington 
Park last June, when the grass was good 
and soaked and the field included several 
top sprinters, including Fred W. Hooper’s 
Alhambra. 

The Arlington Handicap figured to be 
a top-notch race, and one of uncertainties. 
From the East had come Brookmeade 
Stable’s Sword Dancer to accept top 
weight of 126 pounds. Awaiting him in 
Chicago was C. V. Whitney’s Dotted 
Swiss (123). which had won 6 consecu- 
tive races, the last 4 stakes. 

Neither had raced on the grass before. 
although their trainers were confident that 
they could. Dotted Swiss worked a mile on 
the grass in 1:3744. breezing. 5 days be- 
fore the race. “He seemed to handle it 
well,” said trainer Bob Wheeler. 

“Sword Dancer's sire. Sunglow. ran 
well on the grass.” trainer Elliott Burch 
said. And just before the horses left the 
paddock for the track he added. “No, 1 
don’t think the soft track will bother him. 
I'd rather have it that way than real hard.” 
Dotted Swiss was a 9-to-5 favorite, with 


Sword Dancer 3 to 1 and One-Eyed King 
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4 to 1. It was a cleanly-run race, one 
which allowed for few excuses. Ismael 
(Milo) Valenzuela hustled *Tudor Era to 
the front immediately, and Bill Shoemaker 
sent Dotted Swiss after him. These 2 never 
were more than a length or so apart the 
first 6 furlongs. Dotted Swiss slowly 
forged past his rival on the outside leaving 
the far turn, gaining a half-length margin 
at the three-sixteenths-pole. He couldn't 
widen on it. 


Resolved (118) and One-Eyed King. a 
close third and fourth in the early run- 
ning, were in threatening position. Re- 
solved. Doug Dodson up, moved first. 
getting within a head of Dotted Swiss at 
the furlong-pole. *Tudor Era was third, 
but fading. One-Eyed King moved boldly 
on the outside, snatched the lead near the 
sixteenth-pole, and scored by a length. 


The battle for second place was so tight 
among 4 horses that scarcely anyone in the 
press box called it right. Robert B. 
Meitus’ King Grail (109) and Hasty 
House Farms’ *Martini II (109), noted 
for their late runs, got second and third, 
followed by Dotted Swiss. Resolved. 
Sword Dancer. *Merry Top II (112). and 
*Tudor Era. Only 5 lengths separated the 
winner from the last-place horse. 

Sword Dancer uncorked a fine charge 
in the stretch. and for a time it seemed he 
might win. “He handled the grass good.” 
Eddie Arcaro said. “He made a helluva 
move in the stretch. and I thought we 
were going to win it, and then he hung. 
He’s such a tiny horse, though, I never 
did think he could handle weight too 
well.”

shower, said, “Yes, he surprise me. I ride 
him many times, and I don’t think he like 
soft track. In a way he’s tough horse to 
ride. This one and Bald Eagle. they 
brothers, but they different. I have my 
own way to ride One-Eyed King. but I 
won't tell you how—you understand.” And 
he smiled. 

One-Eyed King. which had come in by 
van 2 weeks earlier and was going back 
to New York the same way. had run in a 
conditioner for the handicap a week 
earlier and had been defeated when jockey 
Johnny Sellers and the horse were shut 
off at the stretch bend. 

Trainer Stephens was understandably 
happy after the race. “He’s a nice old 
horse. with a good disposition. This is 
about 8 stakes he’s won. and 7 of them 
on the grass. Things are picking up for 
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us. Make Sail winning the Alabama last 
week. Maybe we'll run him in the United 
Nations, if we get an invitation. As I was 
saying. maybe this track is different than 
others when it’s soft. It couldn’t have been 
soggy.” 

With that he accepted from racing sec- 
retary Tommy Trotter an envelope con- 
taining a check for $32,100 and hurried 
off to catch a plane for New York.

CALIFORNIA 
John Q. Public Stable 


Said the United Press one day last 
week: “On the theory that it’s the dream 
of almost every horse player to own a 
horse. or at least a piece of one. history’s 


first truly public racing stable has been 
formed.” 

The press service went on to say that 
the California Division of Corporations 
(“a body equivalent on the state level to 
the Federal Securities and Exchange 
Commission”), after a 21-year study of 
the state’s statutes, had given its approval 
to the John Q. Public Stable, a proposed 
stock-holding corporation. 

The corporation was being organized by 
a Frenchman named Roger Valmy. He 
wanted to make the par value of the stock 
$2 (“in tribute to the $2 bettor”), but 
the minimum provided by law was $1,000. 

Valmy studied law in Paris, then went 
into the family business of estate manage- 
ment. He came here in 1936, settling in 
Los Angeles. The idea to sell stock in a 
public stable came to him in 1955, and for 
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the next 3 years he worked to iron out the 
details. He told UP: 

“If we are successful, this could be a 
multi-million-dollar business. There is 
nothing in it for me financially. unless we 
make a success. Then I will be allowed to 
buy some promotional stock. If we win. 
we can’t count the money. 

“We will try to get bread-and-butter 
horses. and we will not buy yearlings. We 
will not go into breeding. except if we 
have a good horse ready for stud we will 
syndicate it and retain some shares for 
the corporation. 

“We're going to make some noise in 
this business. Its an American idea 
pioneering. The way the financial setup 
is, it will go on long after you-and I are 
gone.” 


OHIO 
More on Buty 


The Ohio-West Virginia division of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation last week requested the Ohio 
State Racing Commission to hold a public 
hearing on the state’s medication rule. 

The request was in the form of a pe- 
tition bearing the names of more than 
300 owners and trainers who asked that 
the hearing explore the possibility of a 
rule change allowing the administration 
of any medication except narcotics, stim- 
ulants. and depressants. 

The petition followed the policy of the 
national board of directors, which last 
month suggested that horsemen be_pro- 
vided a list of medications which could 
be used on any of the nation’s race tracks 
(The Blood-Horse of August 30. page 
501). 

It was the opinion of informed sources 
that the Ohio commission, which already 
had denied an HBPA request that the 
state follow IHinois’ lead in approving of 
Butazolidin, would turn a deaf ear to 
this second attempt to gain revision of 
the state’s medication rule. 


PUERTO RICO 


Tougher Administration 


San Juan. A new Puerto Rican racing 
law, approved earlier this month by Gov- 
ernor Luis Munoz Marin, created the posi- 
tion of racing administrator and provided 
for a 3-man racing board and for the 
appointment of a racing secretary at El 
Comandante. 

Appointed by Governor Marin as racing 
administrator, was Agustin Mercado Rev- 
eron. former chief of civil defense. His 
term is for 8 years. and he will have broad 
discretionary powers of supervisory con- 
trol over racing. He can suspend tempor- 
arily or permanently the licenses of all 
owners, trainers, and jockeys, and he can 
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cancel any race at El Comandante if he 
thinks there is any irregularity or if “the 
interest of the public is not guaranteed.” 
He is empowered to hold hearings. sum- 
order the presenta- 
iien of documents. He is required to make 
periodic inspections of El Comandante 
and off-track betting agencies. He is given 
recourse to the Superior Court to aid him 
in his hearings and citations. and appeal 
from his decisions must be made through 
the court. 

Governor Marin appointed J. Martin 
Almodovar, an attorney and former Su- 
perior Court judge. as president of the 
racing board. Members are Abelardo Ruiz 
Suris. en attorney. and Manuel Garcia 
Diaz. an attorney and professor at the 
University of Puerto Rico. They will serve 
}-year terms. 

Victor Gutierrez Gonzales was appointed 
acting secretary for El] Comandante. 


Racing Abroad 


Birthday Present 


York. Britain’s popular and much re- 
spected American ambassador, Jock Whit- 
ney. scored the biggest success of his long 
career as a race horse owner here when 
his 5-year-old Persian Road won the 134- 
mile Ebor Handicap (£10,237) at York 
on August 18, the ambassador’s birthday. 

Less than 2 lengths separated the first 
five horses. In a terrific finish, Persian 
Road overhauled Water Wings to win by 
half a length with New Brig close up in 
third. Water Wings had been second to 
Primera in last year’s Ebor. while New 
Brig had been unbeaten in 4 races this 
season. 

Persian Road. by Persian Gulf out of 
the Watling Street mare One for the Road, 
was bought for Whitney by that fine 
judge of bloodstock, the late Gerald Bald- 
ing. The idea had been that he should 
be put to steeplechasing if he turned out 
to be no good as a flat racer, but this 
alternative has not been necessary, for 
Persian Road has now won 7 races in- 
cluding the Bessborough Stakes at Royal 
Ascot this year. 

Unfortunately, his usual rider, Jimmy 
Lindley, had injured a hand 2 weeks be- 
fore the Ebor and was unable to take 
the mount, so the Aga Khan’s Australian 
jockey, George Moore, was flown over 
from France to act as substitute. 


mon witnesses. and 


Whitney still maintains an active inter- 
est in steeplechasing: in fact, his horse 
Green Light. trained by Gerald Balding’s 
son Toby. won a chase worth £136 at a 
small Devonshire meeting just 10 minutes 
before Persian Road’s great victory. 

Persian Road was not the only Amer- 
ican-owned horse to win at York. Paul 
Mellon’s American-bred 3-year-old Goose 
Creek (Requested—Virginia Water) beat 


a good-class field in the Wykeham Hand- 
icap (£1,310). 


Two-year-old racing is a big feature at 
the 3-day York fixture where the class of 
horses competing for the generous stakes 
compares most favorably with any meeting 
in the country, including Royal Ascot. 

The most important of these juvenile 
tests is the Gimerack Stakes, worth £5.449 
to this year’s winner. It had been gener- 
ally supposed that the Irish colt Flori- 
bunda (Princely Gift—Astrentia) would 
win this stakes with some ease. for he had 
scored in impressive style at Ascot and 
his trainer Paddy Prendergast considered 
him to be as good as *Windy City II or 
any of the host of other top 2-year-olds 
he has trained. 

But soon after 3 of the 6 furlongs had 
been covered it was obvious that whatever 
won it would not be Floribunda, which 
had started at 7 to 2 on. In the words of 
his Australian rider, Ron Hutchinson, “He 
was rolling around like a drunken sailor.” 
Floribunda could only finish third, beaten 
2 lengths and the same distance by Test 
Case and Prince Tudor. 

Test Case, which had won easily at 
Goodwood but had been nearly 10 lengths 
behind Floribunda at Ascot, is trained by 
veteran Jack Jarvis. who won the Gim- 
crack with Miracle back in 1931. He is a

There is no reason, therefore, why Test 
Case should not stay a mile and a half 
next year; all being well. he will become 
one of the winter favorites for the 1961 
Derby. 


There was another shock result in the 


Lowther Stakes for 2-year-old fillies, but 
this time Prendergast came off best. His 


Beau Sabreur filly Kathy Too proved to 
be all too good for the Queen Mary 
Stakes winner Cynara. Kathy Too. out 
of the Golden Cloud mare Celestial Cloud, 
is not engaged in next year’s English 
classics. 

The Derby winner St. Paddy. which 
had been surprisingly beaten by Kipling 
at Goodwood. reappeared at York in the 
115-mile Voltiguer Stakes. in which he 
beat the speedy Apostle by three-quarters 
of a length. It was evident that trainer 
Noel Murless had not yet got St. Paddy 
back to peak condition, so his performance 
was satisfactory. He was the first member 
of the Derby field to have scored since 
Epsom on June 1. He will not run again 
before the St. Leger at Doncaster on Sep- 
tember 10.

The highweights for the Arlington Handicap, 
Sword Dancer (126) and Dotted Swiss (123), were 
making their first attempt on the grass, but it was 
the 28th grass race for the 6-year-old One-Eyed 


King (118), whose 6 previous victories in added- 
money events had been scored on the turf. 


Dotted Swiss, a 9 to 5 favorite, took the advant- 
age from *Tudor Era on the stretch turn, and 
One-Eyed King, fourth to that point, threw down 


his challenge. He drove between Resolved and 
*Tudor Era and overtook Dotted Swiss deep 
in the stretch, winning by a length. King Grail 


and *Martini II got up in the final yards, finishing 
a head apart and a nose ahead of Dotted Swiss, 
which led Resolved by a nose. 

Sword Dancer did not run willingly on the un- 
familiar footing, and though he made up ground 
in the stretch he was well back. Rain had made

Comeback Gem

The number of shares owned by each of the 
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individual members of the Nashua syndicate was 
never made a matter of public record, but the 
story goes that when Leslie Combs II was organiz- 
ing the syndicate in 1955 Wall Street investment 
broker Christopher J. Devine agreed to provide 
half of whatever bid was submitted for the horse. 
However shares were apportioned, Devine became 
the breeder of 6 of the 19 foals from Nashua’s 
first crop. 

Two of Devine’s Nashua products, the fillies 
Prominent Lady and Nassue, ran as an entry for 
Devine’s Boncrist Farm in the Mermaid Stakes. 
Prominent Lady stumbled at the start and for a 
half-mile raced in third place behind her _pace- 
making stablemate. At the head of the stretch 
Destiny’s Turn held the lead momentarily, before 
Sandyjean moved up on the outside. Prominent 
Lady closed rapidly on the rail, got her head in 
front in the final sixteenth, and held on to the 
finish. The entry was third choice in the betting, 
and Prominent Lady paid $11.60. Nassue finished 
last, and after the race she was found to have 
bucked her shins. 

Prominent Lady was foaled April 15, 1958, at 
Combs’ Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. She won 
her first start, then was unplaced twice, the last 
time in the Sorority Stakes on July 30. 

Devine bought *Shooting High for 3,700 guineas 
at Newmarket in December, 1954, when the mare 
was carrying her first foal, Backbone. She has a 
yearling colt by *Turn-to and is in foal to Tom 
Fool. 

Prominent Lady was the second stakes winner 
for Nashua, which stands at Spendthrift Farm.

In 1957, at the first annual Florida Breeders’ 
Association’s sale of 2-year-olds, Morris H. Dixon 
bought Ragtime Cowboy (Rough’n Tumble—Softie, 
by Flares) for $12,000 from the Ocala Stud for 
the account of C. Mahlon Kline, chairman of the 
board of Smith, Kline, and French Laboratories, 
Philadelphia. The colt became the first stakes win- 
ner by Rough’n Tumble when he won the 1958 
L. E. Stoddard Jr. Steeplechase Stakes at Belmont 
Park. The following January Dixon returned to 
the Florida sale for another 2-year-old colt by 
Rough’n Tumble. From Ocala Stud he bought, 
for $14,000, Conestoga, which last year won the 
Seashore Stakes at Atlantic City.

The top 2 horses in the Blood-Horse 
Handicap for 4-year-olds and upward of 
1959 were Round Table (132) and Hills- 
dale (131). The money-winning champion 
was retired to Claiborne Farm last fall, 
and 2 weeks ago he was joined there by 
his old rival, Hillsdale. 

A. B. Hancock Jr., master of the Paris. 
Ky., nursery, said that Hillsdale had a 
full book for 1961 at a fee of $3,500 for 
a live foal. The horse has not been syn- 
dicated. 

Hillsdale, a 5-year-old horse by Take 
Away—Johann, by Johnstown, was bred 
by Mrs. Helen Kellogg’s Murlogg Farm. 
Evansville. Ind. He raced for her at 2, 
winning 6 of 14 starts and earning $21,180. 
then was sold to C. W. Smith, who owns 
engineering firms in Detroit and Los 
Angeles. 

At 3 Hillsdale won the Will Rogers and 
Malibu Stakes, the Michigan Derby, and 
the El Dorado, and Boardwalk Handicap, 
earning 118 pounds in the Blood-Horse 
Handicap of 3-year-olds. Last year he 
won the Santa Anita Maturity, Californian, 
and San Fernando Stakes, and the San 
Carlos, Los Angeles, Argonaut, American, 
Hollywood Gold Cup, and Aqueduct 
Handicaps, and in the showdown Wood- 
ward Stakes he was second by a head to 
Sword Dancer. He won 10 of 13 races 


that year, and was second in the other 3. 

A filling in the horse’s left fore ankle 
took him out of training early this year. 
He had won 23 of 41 races and had 
earned $646,935. 


Crimson King Gets Manassas 


Manassas. winner of 20 races and $257,- 
883. has been retired from racing. He will 
make the 1961 season at the Crimson 
King Farm, Lexington, of Peter W. Sal- 
men, who has purchased an interest in the 
7-year-old horse from John Zitnik. Man- 
assas, by Bull Run—Laura_ Lee, by 
*Princequillo, will stand for a fee of 
$500 for a live foal. 

Manassas at 3 finished third in Randall 
Park’s Inaugural Handicap, and the fol- 
lowing year he won the Stars and Stripes 
Handicap. the Arlington Handicap (de- 
feating Swoon’s Son), and was second in 
the Arch Ward Memorial Handicap. In 
1958 he was third in the Continental Turf 
and Balmoral Turf Handicaps, and last 
year he won the Balmoral Turf and Grass- 
land Turf Handicaps, and in the Arling- 
ton Handicap he was beaten a nose by 
Round Table. which set a new American 
record. 

Earlier this season Manassas was second 
in the Balmoral Turf and Grassland Turf 
Handicaps. At Arlington Park on August 
13 he won his last start, defeating One-

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Eyed King, the recent winner of the Ar- 
lington Handicap. The horse could have 
gone on, but since Zitnik had decided to 
retire him this year, he chose to do so 
after a winning race. 


Loser Weeper Destroyed 


The 15-year-old stallion Loser Weeper 
last week fractured a hind leg in his pad- 
dock at Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Sagamore 
Farm, Glyndon, Md., and was humanely 
destroyed. 

Loser Weeper, a son of Discovery, earn- 
ed $232,920 from 16 wins in 63 starts. 
His victories included the Metropolitan, 
Suburban, and Vosburgh Handicaps. 
Among his best runners were the stakes 
winners Weeper’s Boy and Adapt. 


Mister Gus to Spendthrift 


Mrs. M. E. Person has made arrange- 
ments with Leslie Combs II to stand Mis- 
ter Gus at Combs’ Spendthrift Farm, Lex- 
ington, at least for the next 3 breeding 
seasons. The horse had been at her Llan- 
gollen Farm, in Virginia, since his retire- 
ment in 1957. His fee will be $3,500 for a 
live foal. 


Wundervollen Produkt der Natur 


In the late winter of 1958 a veterinarian 
examined the Ravensberg Stud mare 
Alceste, daughter of Indus, and reported 
to studmaster J. Kuhr that she was carry- 
ing twins by the champion runner and 
excellent sire Neckar, adding that she 
could be expected to lose both foals by 
abortion. The veterinarian then was given 
authority for a most unusual procedure, 
in a longshot attempt to allow the more 
fully developed fetus to mature normally. 

On the 38th day before the normal foal- 
ing date the veterinarian broke the cer- 
vical seal and removed one of the twins. 
The remaining fetus developed normally 
and was delivered at the end of a normal 
gestation period. 

This extraordinary story came to light, 
without benefit of details for the profes- 
sional, in the August 3 number of Sport- 
Welt (Cologne), after the living twin, a 
filly named Alisma, racing under the 
colors of the Waldfried Stud, had won 4 
races without defeat and proved herself 
the best 2-year-old of the season in Ger- 
many. 

Alisma’s third victory was in Sierstorpff 
Rennen. and the fourth came in the 6- 
furlong Oppenheim Rennen at Cologne on 
July 31. It was after her 7-length triumph 
in the Oppenheim Rennen that a Sport- 
Welt writer was told the story of her twin.

Frank E. Butzow 


Frank E. Butzow. 68. administrative 
assistant to the Illinois racing board. died 
at his home in Chicago on the morning 
of August 20. 

A native of Iroquois County. IIl.. and a 
resident of Chicago for 35 years. Mr. But- 
zow had been associated with racing as 
a breeder. owner. and Turf writer. He 
began his newspaper career as a political 
later became known as one of 
racing's most knowledgeable historians.

Daniel G. Arnstein 


Daniel G. Arnstein. 70-year-old presi- 
dent of the Terminal Transportation 
System. died at a New York hospital on 
August 19. Mr. Arnstein bred and raced 
Thoroughbred horses in partnership with 
the late G. Ray Bryson in the 1940’s and 
raced a small stable under his own name 
in the 1950’s. His best horse was the 1956 
Bahamas Stakes winner Eiffel Blue. which 
he had purchased at Saratoga as a year- 
ling. 

Mr. Arnstein, one of 4 children, was 6 
years old when his father died, and he 
was reared in the neighborhood surround- 


’ ing Chicago’s packing houses. As a young 


man he played professional football for 
the Cornell Hamburgs, a team which in- 
cluded the late Knute Rockne, and at 
the age of 18 he helped to support the 
family by driving a taxicab. It was at 
this time he was befriended by John D. 
Hertz. who then was operating the Walden 
Shaw Livery Service in Chicago, and 
when Hertz later formed the Yellow Taxi- 
cab Company Mr. Arnstein went to work 
for him. 

After serving with the armed forces 
during World War I. Mr. Arnstein re- 
turned to Chicago and became associated 
with General Motors Corporation, later 
becoming president of its subsidiary, the 
Manhattan Mutual Auto Casualty Com- 
pany. In 1937 he bought control of Man- 
hattan Mutual and organized its merger 
with the Terminal System, another susid- 
iary of General Motors. 

In 1941 Mr. Arnstein served the govern- 
ment as a special advisor on transporta- 
tion. and was largely responsible for the 
supplies and equipment which were being 
sent to China under the lend-lease pro- 
gram.

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Everyone Has Fun 
At the Bake Prices’

BaLtimore. Edith and Louis Franklin 
(Bake) Price have been life and business 
partners for 24 years. They own and oper- 
ate a restaurant and bar across the York 
Road from the Timonium race track. Their 
home. a comfortably large, white. frame 
dwelling, sits on a one-acre lot adjoining 
the southeast corner of the track property. 
This is their “farm.” 

The Prices’ place of business isn’t any 
Brown Derby or Luchow’s, and their farm 
hardly qualifies as a Sagamore. The rest- 
aurant is the popular Knotty Pine. 

Bake, a native of Sparks, Md., is a self- 
made man of position in his community. 
He came to Timonium in 1932 with $35 
in his pocket and a desire to better his 
lot in the world. He invested his meager 
stake in renting and stocking a ham- 
burger stand in a gasoline station.

Just about the time that Yes You Will 
began to assert himself last year. a Balti- 
more bank erected a branch office on the 
lot next to the Prices’ residence. The town 
of Timonium (improved by only a gas 
station. post office. general store, and an 
inn when Bake Price settled there) is now 
a rapidly expanding business community 
surrounded by mushrooming middle-class 
residential developments. It is only a mat- 
ter of time until the Prices succumb to 
the pressure of the dangled dollar and 
sell their one-acre homesite with its tidy 
3-stall barn and 2 small paddocks. As pro- 
tection against that day, they recently 
bought a 22-acre farm with a 4-stall barn 
on Dance Mill Road, about a 10-minute 
ride from their business holdings.

Before Yes You Will achieved his pres- 
ent respect among the nation’s better 
handicap horses, the signal for the hazing 
to begin came when a stool jockey bel- 
lowed something like this: “Jeez, that was 
a lousy ride that boy gave your horse 
yesterday, Bake.” Then the wolves moved 
in, and Bake found himself on the de- 
fensive. 

The object of the game was to get 
Bake’s goat. and the players knew that 
they had made a score when, from behind 
the mahogany. Bake capitulated by an- 
nouncing. “If you want to know why, ask 
my wife. Yes You will is her horse.” 

Smoetimes the needling got pretty 


rough. After Yes You Will had been dis- 


qualified for lugging in in the Bowie 
Handicap the pranksters gave serious 


thought to hanging a black crepe on the 
door of the Knotty Pine. 

Many of the habitues have access to 
condition books. and the phone is forever 
ringing to put the Prices on “just the right 
race” for Yes You Will. 

Fortunately, Yes You Will gave his 
best every time. and there were relatively 
few footholds for the second-guessers and 
needlers. The boys who ribbed in the 
spirit of fun were too busy celebrating 
Yes You Will’s good fortune. 
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Yes SHE WILL, DAM oF Yes You WILL 


Before Bake’s business interests reached 
their present state of involvement, he 
found time to train his own horses. He 
came into the sport by association about 
12 years ago. His first purchase was Sweet 
Money, which, in the owner’s words, 
“wasn’t worth anything.” 

Yes She Will. dam of the current stable 
star, was the Prices’ second acquisition. 
She was responsible for Bake’s taking out 
a trainer’s license. The Reaping Reward 
filly was purchased from trainer Bowes 
Bond for $2,000 cash and $500 on ¢he cuff 
in December of her 2-year-old year. She 
won 8 races before she broke a bone in 
her foot at Charles Town, and was retired 
after her first start at 6. 

The Golden Voyage mare, Rosalie K.., is 
the other half of the broodmare band. She 
wore well, winning 18 of 101 starts and 
earning $20.530 before fracturing a sesa- 
moid at Timonium. She is Bake’s favorite; 
he is lavish in his praise of her honesty. 
Rosalie K.’s first foal is an attractive 
Midafternoon suckling filly. “I like hard- 
hitting horses.” said Bake. “That’s why 
we've been breeding to such stallions as 
Midafternoon, Cochise, and Paper Tiger. 
I dont see how Midafternoon can miss 
being a good sire.” 

Yes She Will foaled a bay colt by 
Cochise May 20. but because of the late 
date the mare was not bred this year. She 
goes to Rough’n Tumble next season. Yes 
You Will. incidentally. was not foaled in 


the Prices’ back yard—though he was 
raised there. He was born March 25, 1956, 
at the O’Farrell Brothers’ Windy Hills 


Farm at Westminster. 


In addition to the 2 mares, the foals, 
and Yes You Will. the Prices’ own 2 half. 
brothers to the Carter and Campbell win- 
ner. They are the 3-year-old Bet He Will 
(Combat Boots) and the 2-year-old ESAR 
(Loser Weeper). The latter, delayed by 
a hock injury. is named for the code name 
of a top-secret missile project. 

“I don’t know exactly what ESAR is,” 
explained Edith Price. “but it’s supposed 
to be the fastest thing in the missile line.” 

Yes You Will hasn't started since the 
Metropolitan Handicap on Memorial Day 
due to an infection of undetermined origin. 

“We had his blood count checked right 
after the Met to find out why he was 
losing weight.” said Mrs. Price recently. 
“Tt checked out all right. and he was eat- 
ing okay, but I guess he must have lost 
50-100 pounds. Then one day Billy Hoy. a 
trainer stabled next to us who has worked 
and galloped Yes You Will at times, no- 
ticed a swelling at the point of his left 
hip. We had the vet check the lump. He 
lanced it, saying that the large accumula- 
tion of pus indicated that the infection 
had been building up for weeks. We still 
don’t know what caused it—perhaps he 
picked up a splinter while rolling.” 

A drain was inserted, and it appeared 
that the colt was making a good recovery. 
But after a light gallop, the infection had 
to be lanced again and a new drain put in. 

The infection places a new light on the 
colt’s sub-par performance in the Metro- 
politan, and Mrs. Price is inclined to try 
him at least once more against the best in 
the handicap division when he shows that 
he is back at his form. Her husband is 
more conservative, however. He thinks that 
by jobbing around. a number of suitable 
stakes can be found for the colt without 
taunting the tigers. 

{Yes You Will was unplaced in a 514- 
furlong grass race at Atlantic City on 
August 9, and 10 days later he was a 
strong-closing second in a 6-furlong event. ] 

Yes You Wil’ stands about 16 hands. has 
good withers. but is rather light behind. 
He is quite plain in appearance, and un- 
less one was aware of his capabilities the 
pigeon-toed 4-year-old wouldn't draw a 
second glance. 

Bake brought Yes You Will to the races. 
Asked when he first thought that he had 
a runner, he replied, “An answer to just 
such a question was forced on me. at 
Hagerstown when this colt was a 2-year- 
old. His left ankle wasn’t just right, so 
I asked Dr. Robert A. Leonard for advice. 
He examined him and said, ‘It’s all right 
to keep him in training if you don’t think 
he’s much horse, but if he’s shown you 
anything. I'd put him up and wait on him.’

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horse. so I let up on him from the last 
week of August until February 1 of his 
3-year-old year. We never did know for 
sure just what that ankle trouble was, 
though one vet thought he read a small 
bone chip in the X-rays. 


“Not long after we got him back in 
training. Yes You Will developed a splint 
on the off front, but that cleared up and 
he has had no trouble, except a slight 
fever once, until this infection set in.” 

Forty-two-year-old E. Rogers (Roddy) 
Myers is Yes You Will’s third trainer. 
Jack Collins spelled his brother-in-law, 
Bake. until Myers took over at Delaware 
Park last summer. The transformation 
wrought by Myers was nothing short of 
wondrous. Yes You Will was beaten a 
nose by Julmar in the Ventnor last year. 
later won the overnight Jenning Handicap. 

He put on a one-man show at Bowie. 
winning the Abraham Lincoln Stakes and 
the Burch Memorial and John B. Camp- 
bell Handicaps. He also was second in 
the Southern Maryland and lost the Bowie 
Handicap by disqualification when he 
lugged in on another horse. “He doesn’t 
lug in in the usual sense of the term,” 
explained regular jockey Larry Adams. 
“He ‘lays over’ in the stretch because his 
outside fore foot is pigeon-toed. the pulling 
action of which turns him inward.” 

Myers. who has 6 horses in his small 
public stable at Delaware Park, is a 
“couch” trainer. When he takes on a new 
horse, his first concern is to settle him. 
calm him down. Then he strives to build 
up the animal’s ego by making him think 
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he is great. Myers doesn’t go into detail 
about how he accomplishes this. He speaks 
only in generalities about his “secret form- 
ula.” as it has been termed, explaining 
that to reveal it would be to forfeit the 
edge he holds over rival trainers. 

“I’m no mystic. I don’t use any props, 
electrical or otherwise, and I can’t cure 
bad legs by waving a wand; but I cap help 
a horse’s ego.” 

When word got around that Myers, 
partner in a construction firm and a 
trainer only 7 years, “talks to horses,” 
heckling from the sidelines was inevitable. 

“They say Myers talks to horses.” said 
one Maryland conditioner last spring, “but 
I can’t say anyone’s ever seen them talk 
back to him.” This got back to Myers, 
whose normal facial expression is that 
of a stereotyped heartburn sufferer. 

“Is that so?” he retorted. “Well, you 
go tell that fellow that Yes You Will 
talked back to me loud and clear in the 
$100.000 Campbell.” 

Yes You Will was speaking the Mother 
Tongue of all horsemen.

Your announcement of the death of my 
stud Vicar is a masterpiece of unnecessary 
inaccuracy and misstatements devaluating 
my breeding stock in sales potential, as 
well as the horses which have raced in my 
colors and are currently racing. From let- 
ters received since his death it is evident 
that many will note that this sort of re- 
porting is deplorable, and that it reflects 
upon the publication sponsoring it, as 
well as the reputation of the horse in- 
volved, in an altogether unjust manner. 

Aside from the erroneous statements 
and omissions which are costly in the 
extreme, it is evident that whoever com- 
piled this deadly article shows little or no 
talent for attracting those looking for 
interesting, factual reading. In an equally 
compressed space he or she could easily 
have quoted his 2 great owners’ opinions of 
him. William Woodward and H. Guy Bed- 
well the noted owner-trainer, and his peer- 
less trainer, who stated, “I never ran a 
gamer, truer horse than Vicar.” Mr. Fitz 
said much more than this, about his will 
to win. . .. There will be many who re- 
member him on the track, fewer who real- 
ize that from an obscure stud career he 


produced 22 winners from 33 starters... . 
But what have you featured? The title 
itself is inexcusable. DEAD AT 29. You 
lead off by featuring his age. his limited 
number of wins. incorrectly reported, his 
limited opportunities at stud, his lameness 
from which he never recovered, implying 
that he never amounted to anything after- 
wards on the track (not substantiated by 
The Jockey Club records). his being third 
in the Huron, which he won, his being 
bought by A. C. Compton, a name his 
registration papers do not bear, the trans- 
fers being direct from Belair Stud to H. 
Guy Bedwell, and to me. 

Aside from the damage done to me as 
an active, if modest. breeder of Thorough- 
breds. a high percentage of which have 
made good for me or their new owners in 
a variety of classifications, there is an 
obligation involved concerning a_ horse 
who richly deserved the praise he earned 
over top tracks and in competition with 
top horses, many of whom remain the 
peers of the racing breed. And since this 
unfortunate incident suggests that you 
are not interested in the matter beyond the 
barest facts | must request that you remedy 
this injury with a corrected statement 
based on the .. . records denuded of the
